A cable message is said to have been re- 
ceived m st. Louis this morning from Rome 
that at the consistory 
held in the Holy City to-day  Arch- 
bishop Ireland, of St. Paul; Minn., had been 
reserved in petto’’ by the Pope for the 
vacant American Cardinalate, and that he 
would accordingly be declared a Cardinal of 
the Roman Catholic Church at the 
consistory to be heid in December next. 
The intelligence created considerable excite- 
ment, not unmingled with deep regret 
at the final overthrow of all hope for 
the elevation of the venerable Arch- 
bishop Peter Richard Kenrick to the 
dignity of a Prince of the Church. There was 
no doubt expressed, however, that the Pope’s 
action of to-day if correctly reported effectu- 
ally dispelled all uncertainty as to the Amer- 
jean prelate to be so honored, as there 
is but one instance in the history of the 
Catholic Church where a prelate reserved 
in petto’’ forthe Cardinalate has falled to 
reach that eminence at the consistory fol- 
lowing.

ARCHBISHOP IRELAND SAYS THE Sr. LOUIS GER- 
MAN PRIESTS’ SOCIETY is UNAMERICAN. 

St. Fab, Minn., June 6.—Archbishop Ire- 
land yesterday again expressed his views on 
the Lucerne petition, and condemned the 
paper as an insult to American nationalism. 
He declared that certain Europeans look on 
America as a sort of American Congo, with - 
out autonomy of its own, and stated that 
American Catholics had a right to be indignant 
at such foreign tntermeddling as that com- 
prised in Herr Cahensly’s paper. The Prus- 
sian Embassador, von Schloeser, had already 
declared triumphantly that he regarded the 
appointment of Archbishop Kalzer tothe See 
of Minneapolis as a victory for German Cath- 
Olio interests. Archbishop Ireland was sure 
that Archbishop Kalser was innocent of any 
alliance with the Prussian representative, 
and would perhaps warn that gentleman that 
his ‘‘approval’’ of American matters 
could ‘be dispensed with. Archbishop 
Ireland further stated that he had read the 
official denial of the head of the Deutsche- 
Amerikaner Priesterverein disclaiming all 
knowledge or connection withthe Cahensly 
memorial, but that the gentleman could not 
deny that the memorial was nearly word for 
word the document wich the St. Louis Ger- 
man-priests sent to Rome in 1686 by Rev. Al- 
belin of Milwaukee, nor that a few days ago 
the Amerika, a Verein organ, declared that it 
would work ceaselessly for Oahensly’s memo- 
rial.

its charms for him. The only scheme of 
reform he proposes is the consolidation of 
all the roads into a grand monopoly ruled 
by a combination of great capitalists. 

That such a combination could effect a 
great saving in railroad service is obvious, 

but it is equally obvious that it could be as 
parsimonious and as exacting as it chose 
to be in accommodating the public. The 
people of this country would not long 
tolerate such a monopoly or submit to ite 
exactions, and every plea for the con- 

solidation or centralized control of our 
railroads is simply an argument for a 
stricter control of railroad operations by 
the government of the people in the in- 
terest of stockholders and shippers. 


THE BENSIEK OUTRAGE. 


Counciman BENSIEK is giving that fine 
touch of unconscious and asinine pomipos- 
ity to petty Cesarism in municipal affairs 
which makes it gublimely ridiculous.

A slick scheme through which it was in- 
tended that a notorious ‘‘crook’’ should 
escape the clutches of the authorities was 
Dalked last night by Chief of Detectives Des- 
mond. On March 2% Frank Williams, alias 
Sherman, was arrested by officer Messer of 
the Central District on complaint of Salesman 
Dress of the Hopkins: Weller Drug Oo. In his 
possession was found a box of playing cards 
which had been stolen from the stock. On 
April 1 the defendant pleaded guilty 


larceny, and on account of his good personal | 


appearance was let off with a sentence of 
thirty days in jail and a fine of $109. 
THE SENTENCE COMMUTED. 

Yesterday morning Attorney Jeff D. Storts 
went into the Court of Oriminal Correction 
and obtained from Judge Claiborne a com- 
mutation of Willams’ sentence. The pris- 
oner’sterm of confinement would not have 
expired until July 7, but through the inter- 
vont ion of the attorney the commutation was 
secured. At 1:30 o'clock in the afternoon the 
papers were issued and placed In Mr. Stort’s 
possession, yet no demand was made on 
Jailer Callahan for the prisoner's person 
until aimost 9 o’clock in the evening. Dur- 
ing the time that Williams was in jail 
it had deen discovered that the 
man was wanted on a charge of burglary. 
Storts probably learned of the fact and for 
this reason delayed the release until a time 
when he thought all of the detectives were 
gone from the building. It so happened, 
however, that Chief of Detectives Desmond 
came along just at the right moment, He sus- 
pected that something was up and 
the attorney's offer to go across the 
street. The next minute Williams was re- 
leased and started out ofthe building. Des- 
mond recognized him on the instant and at 
once took him into custody. 

To-day the Chicago authorities were noti- 
fled of the arrest and a message was also sent 
to the Cincinnati police, the prisoner being 
Well known in that city. Williams admits 
that he was arrested in Chicago for burglary 
in 1887, but insists that the case against him 
was ‘‘squared.’’ 

‘A PROFESSIONAL THIEF. 

The prisoner is a professional burglar, thief 
and shoplifter. In 188 he was arrested by 
the St. Louis authorities for stealing a seal 
skin cap from Hart & Duff. The cap was 
missed a moment after Williams had left the 
store, and Geo. W. Dashman, co-defendant 
with Lizzie Hotson in the manslaughter act- 
ion growing out of the Fitts’ case, who was 
then in Hart & Duff's employ, followed him toa 
Saloon and caused his arrest. The cap was 
not foundon his person. However, the fol- 
lowing morning three men entered the store 
atatime when but two salesmen were on 
duty. Nothing was purchased, but when 
they had gone the missing cap was found 
between two hat-boxes on the counter. Hart 
& Duff then dismissed the action against 
Williams. The prisoner’s picture was taken 
at that time, and is now No. 89 in the Rogues’ 
Gallery at the Four Courts. Another picture 
sent from Cincinnati is numbered 683.

GRAND AVENUE AUCTION 


CLOSE OF A MOST REMARKABLE PUBLIC 
SALE. 


Half the Property Disposed of to 860 
Different Buyers, Nearly All of Whom 
Will Build Homes. Upon Their Pur- 
chases—Other Real Estate Notes. 


The great Grand avenue auction sale closed 
to-day at 12:45 o’clock, at which time all the 
ground west of Tower Grove avenue and all 
property south of Folsom avenue had been 
sold. That portion which has been dis- 
posed of comprises a little over one- 
half of the original tract of 36,000 
front feet. To-day’s sales aggregated 
a little over 4,000 front feet, the average price 
per frcnt foot being about $18.50. 

There were plenty of people upon the 
grounds when the sale closed to have bought 
a great deal more of the property, but 
the ownersconcluded that, as all their land, 
including the Grand avenue frontage north of 
Folsom avenue, was all in one body, no 
sales having been made in that section, 
they would not break into that portion of it, 
but hold on a little longer to get some of the 
benefits which will accrue from enhanced 
values stimulated during the first two days 
of the auction by sales of lots to a greater 
number of buyers than was ever known of at 
any previous auction in this city. The 
effect of so many people buying in 
that tract has already enhanced values, 
numerous of the successful bidders who 
bought for home sites having been offered 
advances of from $1 to $2 a foot upon their 
purchases. This is rather a tardy apprecia- 
tion of the desirability of the ground which 
was allowed to go at such low prices, but the 
effect is good, nevertheless, and will be of 
as much benefit to the unsold portion 
as to that part which has been parted with 
by the grantors. They,seeing that the future, 
under these conditions, was much brighter 
than the present, it was concluded the better 
judgment to stop forcing the land to sale at 
such ruinously low prices, and walt until 
building improvements in the locality would 
create a more active demand for the lots at 
very much high er figures.

A BRAVE SIGN AL MAN. 


HE LOSES HIS LIFE IN SAVING THAT OF 
A CHILD. 


Passengers on a Train Hold Their Breath— 
The Drowned Life-Saver at Erie—A Ca- 
ble Runaway—Gored by a Bull—Casual- 
ty Record. 


BERLIN, June5.—Signalman Dorndey, sta- 
tioned at Bromberg, Prussia, lost his life 
yesterday while heroically saving that ofa 
little girl. The child, a daughter of a citizen 
of Bromberg named Strohsche, had wandered 
upon the rallway track just as an express 
train approached the station. Dorndey 
shouted a warning, but the noise of the train 
drowned his voice and the little one did not 
realize her danger. He then sprang upon the 
track and seized the girl and had nearly suc- 
ceeded in reaching the other. side 
of the rails when he missed his _ foot- 
ing, and in a twinkling his lite 
was crushed out between the wheels of the 
locomotive, in spite of the efforts of the 
driver to stop the train. He had succeeded, 
however, in his heroic determination to save 
the life ofthe child. As he fell he threw the 
little girl from him and she fell clear of the 
rails. She was only slightly hurt. 


THE DROWNED LIFE-SAVER. 


CAPT. CLARK’S DEATH DUE TO THE CARELESS- 
NESS OF THE CREW. 

Erte, Pa., June 6.—The storm which pre- 
vailed at this port yesterday morning abated 
during the day, and the sea had gone down 
considerably last night. The passenger 
steamer Badger State is imbedded in the sand 
and resting easy. Capt. Smith sent a portion 
of the passengers ashore. Tugs will com- 
mence to lighter the steamer to-day. The 
steamer John Craig, which was also ashore, 
was gotten off last night without damage. 
The beach patrol has failed to find the body 
of Capt. Clark, andit may be several days 
before the body is recovered. Supt. Dobbins 
of the Buffalo Life Saving Station arrived last 
evening. He says the failure of the life-boat 
to right itself when capsized was due to the 
carelessness of the crew. The man-holes in 
the air chambers in the ends of the boat had 
been left open, and when she capsized the 
chambers filled, and the boat was crippled. 
He also found that Capt. Clark had not fol- 
lowed instructions by equipping himself with 
cork jackets. The Badger State is owned by 
the Western Transit Co. She was built in 
1862 and is rated A2, with a valuation of 
about $35,000. 


HELD THEIR BREATH. 

Des Mores, Io., June 5.—Two hundred di- 
agonal excursionists,en route from Cedar 
Falls to Des Moines, had an exciting advent- 
ure at Valer yesterday. Half a mile above 
that station they swept around a curve at 
the rate of over forty miles an honr. A lurch 
was felt, the train struck something and be- 
ganto go bumping overthe ties. The pas- 
sengers held their breath for a moment, 
knowingthatif the train turned over they 
were in for a desperate accident. Their anx- 
lety was not lessened as they tore over a 
bridge fifty feet long, nor did they breathe 
freely till the badly demoralized train, the 
cars turned in all directions but right side up, 
stopped hearly two hundred yards from the 
spot where the spreading rails had caused the 
tender and four cars to leave thetrack. The 
locomotive clungto the rails and pulled the 
lucky passengers to safety. Nobody was hurt, 
but several women fainted. 


A CABLE RUNAWAY, 

RADO, Pa., June 5.—Fifteen ofthe doc- 
tors attending the convention of the State 
Medical Society bad a narrow escape last 
night ona car of the Highland House Inclined 
Ratlway through the failure of the steel cable 


to work properly. The cable caught on one

INAUGURATION OF THE BIGGEST RACE 
MEETING EVER HELD HERE. 


— . — — 


The Other Races on To-Morrow’s Card 
American Race Horses Being Shipped 
to England—Fast Time Made at Morris 
Park—The Baltimores Again Succumb 
to the Browns—Sporting News. 


To-morrow afternoon at 2:30 o’clock the 
horses will be summoned to the post for the 
first race of what promises to be the 
most successful running meeting ever held 
at St. Louis. Everything is now in 
readiness for the meeting and there will be 
more horses at the Fair Grounds than have 
ever before been seen at the track. The races 
will be run every day, Sundays 
excepted, up to and including Saturday, 
June 20, making thirteen days of actual rac- 
ing. There is one stake race and four purse 
events on the programme for each 
day and on many days there 
will undoubtedly be as many 
as six races, as the entries promise tobe 80 
large for some ofthe events that they will 
have to be split. Col. M. Lewis Clarke, 
President of the Louisville Jockey 
Club, who is to de presiding 
judge at the meeting, arrived 
here this morning, so did Mr. Bruce, who is 
to be secretary of the meeting, Mr. E. 8. 
Gardner, the official correspondent of the 
pool-rooms, and Mr. Ira Bride, the repre- 
sentative of the Western Bookmakers’ Asso- 
ciation, who have the pooling privileges 
here. Mr. J. B. Fergusonis to again of- 
ficiate as starter. 

In securing Mr. Clarke to act as presiding 
judge, President Wells made a wise move 
and all the turfmen here agree that they 
never saw a track in more perfect order than 
the St. Louis course, the condition of the 
stand and buildings of all kinds being con- 
sidered. There will be over 600 horses at 
the track and at least thirty-two bock 
makers. There are now that 
number at Latonia. The meeting there closes 
to-morrow, but some of the book-makers 
will leave there for this city to-night. The 
others will all come to-morrow night 
after the meeting there closes. Local 
bookmakers of good standing will be allowed 
to draw for stands at the track, regardless of 
whether they are members of the Western 
Bookmakers’ Association. The local pool 
rooms have all agreed to close, and the 
Western Union Telegraph Co. has agreed to 
cut off all reports of the Eastern and other 
outside races during the meeting here. This 
will increase the attendance at the track 
here ma 

It is not positively known yet what horses 
will start in the Derby, which will be run to- 
morrow, and will be the great attraction of 
the day. Chimes, who has beén regarded as 
a probable starter, is coughing and 
will not goto the post. Michael Swigert’s 
colt, who will probably be the favorite in the 
betting, is already here. He is pretty certain 
to start. Dickerson, Vallera, Balgowan, 
Col. Wheatley, Linlithgow, Judge Stearns, 
Leader and Fero are the others most likely to 
go tothe post. Someofthem will undoubt- 
edly be scratched, but there are a number of 
other possible starters. It is not likely, how- 
ever, that more than a half dosen colts 
will go tothe post. It has deen the general 
belief that the race would be between Mi- 
chael and Dickerson, but Vallera’s showing 
at Latonia yesterday proves him to be 
in it strong. In fact, if the track 
is heavy he is pretty certain 
to prove the winner. This chestnut son of 
Springbok showed what kind ofa mud horse 
he is conceding twelve pounds each to 
Dickerson and Georgetown yesterday and 
winning by a length from the former and 
three lengths from the latter at a 
mile and aneighth. He made his race, too, 
at the finish, overhauling Dickerson, who 
had the lead. This showed that Vallera was 
the fresher horse at the finish. The colt, 
who was performing poorly early in 
the season, seems to have rounded into ex- 
cellent form and if he starts here it will be 
Vallera, and not Dickerson, Michael will have 
to beat to win. It is extremely doubtful, 
too, whether Michael can do it. Owing to 
the rains of Monday and Wednesday night 
the track is bound to be pretty heavy to- 
morrow, and that will suit Vallera exactiy.

AMERICAN AND ENGLISH RACERS. 

The racing men are beginning to arrive in 
large numbers, and by to-morrow morning 
hundreds of them will be in the city. Atthe 
hotels horse talk is indulged in on all sides, 
and the prediction is made in well informed 
quarters that the coming meeting will prove 
to be the most successful ever held in this 
city. In speaking of the prospect of the sea- 
son Oapt. R. A. Comstock of Lexington, Ky., 
no is at the Southern, said: The Ameri- 
can horse is just beginning to receive the 
recognition abroad that is his due. When! 
first entered the business of horse 
raising, about eighteen years ago, 
the majority of our best horses, or at least 
those that were considered the best for 
breeding, came from England, and the off- 
spring of an imported sire was worth more 
in the market than those bred from native 
blood. This, however, is all changed now, 
To be sure, we occasionally import English 
horses, but I know itto bea fact that more 
animals are shipped to England from 
America than from America to England. 
The reason for this is plain to anyene who 
has made a study of the matter. The English 
horses are fast, fully as fast as ours. but as a 
rule, their fleetfooted stock, while admirably 
proportioned, lacks bone. Where the En- 
glish have tried to breed for bone they have 
sacrificed speed, and, as a result, the race- 
track life of their fast horses has been short, 
far shorter than is the case withus. The rea- 
son is that nowhere in England, in fact no- 
where in the world, is there such a region for 
raising horses as the bluegrass districts of 
Kentucky and Tennessee. There we have a 
rich loam overlying limestone, the limestone 
being very near the surface. The grass 
supplies a bone-making ingredient that ren- 
ders our horses speedy without making them 
clumsy, and even under our faulty racing 
system, which is admirably calculated to put 
a premium on weedy brutes and to break 
down good horses, the life of a racer in this 
country is far longer than is the case in En- 
giand. The English are Deginning to see how 
much can be gained by introducing our Ken- 
tucky bone, and during the last eighteen 
months bave bought a great many horses 
from us. One marked advantage of a blue- 
grass horse is to be found in their sound 
hoofs. I have been at racing meetings in 
England where I was in a position 
to know the inside history of sev- 
eral famous stables, ahd was astonished at 
the prevalence of hoof troubles. Our men 
will say that we have a good deal of trouble 
in this direction, Dut it is very insignificant 
when compared to the English experiences. 
We needed English thoroughbreds before we 
had a breed of our own, but now they have

Old time ball cranks will note the 
reappearance yesterday, after a long re- 
tirement, of two veteran ball players, both 
third basemen, Jerry Denny of the New York 
Giants and Tom Burns of the Windy City ag- 
gregation. Denny was at one time the crack 
third baseman of the world, When he 
guarded that territory for the old champion 
Providence team he had no equal. His fleld- 
ing was the pride of Rhode Island and noth- 
ing was too good for him m those 
days. When the Providence team went 
under, the St. Louis League Club after con- 
siderable trouble and expense captured 
Denny, and with McQuery on first, Dunlap on 
second, Glasscock at short stop and Jerry 
looking after third, had the finest infield ever 
placed on a balifield. But fate was against 
the team, and after three years the old Black 
Diamonds, as they were called, went to 
pieces, and Denny and Glasscock were trans- 
ferred to Indianapolis against their inclina- 
tions, as the New York League management 
made desperate efforts to get the pair.

| THE JACKSONVILLE’S JUMP. 


An Agent’s Explanation of the Boad’s 
Action. 

The change the Jacksonville South- 
eastern road had made in transferring 
its train service from the Merchants’ 
Terminal Oo. to the St. Louis Terminal 
Association has created a great deal of 
talk in ‘railroad and mercantile etreles 
Jacksonville road has its general offices at 
Jacksonville, III., and Mr. Bushnell, its local 
freight agent here, stated this morning that 
he knew nothing of the change until he 
heard from their agent at East St. Louis 
that. the St. Louis bridge people were 
doing their switching instead of 
the Merchants’ Bridge & Terminal 
company as heretofore. Mr. Bushnell] said 
he supposed the change was made de- 
cause the St. Louis Terminal Co. had larger 
yards and better facilities for hauling the 
business of the road than the Merchants’ 
Terminal Co., whose facilities were as 
yet rather poor. The older com- 
pany could give them much quicker 
service than the Merchants’ Co.. and 
also Hauled their cars two or three miles 
nearer East St. Louis. Mr. Bush.- 
nell thonght this was what caused 
the change and did not 
know that it would make any difference in 
the amount of the road’s business given the 
two bridges. It was merely a business move, 
he thought, and did not believe that the 
Jacksonville had been forced by the Atchison 
or Gould. In fact he did not think the Atchi- 
son had the power to force the Jacksonville 
to do anything, as the roads were not in any 
way connected, so far as he knew. 

In connection with the Jacksonville’s trans- 
fer of its train . service came the 
announcement that the freight transfer 
house at East St. Louis of the 
Terminal Rallroad Association is 
to be closed on July 1, and all the clerks dis- 
charged. The venture, on which nearly 
$100,000 has been expended, has proved 
a failure and its track and freight-house fa- 
cilities can now be used by the Terminal As- 
sociation in handling the business of 
the Jacksonville road. It was 
found that the transfer house 
interfered with the work of the regular 
freigh handlers and delayed it, and increased 
the expenses of the roads so they all decided 
to withdraw from it.
